who for forty years has tilled the so

is a anisance, book learning a fraud, au 
newspapers but an invention of th 
"old boy" to cheat farmers out of a lit 
Us money. When you know he ha 
acver taken a newspaper, never attend 
church, don't know how to read o 
write, your astonishment ceases, an 
you pity the poor man from the hotton 
of your heart. Such men as this believ 
in moon farming, butchering by th 
moon, in charms, and evil spirits only 
little less powerful than oi-.r Creator 
They are full .of the strangest notions 
tho most preposterous superstitions.am 
the clear reasonings of the scientis 
make no impression on them, beeaus 
they do not understand the reasohinw 
that prove the troth of the proposi 
tion. 
They 
are

to 
barbarism, and all that save 


them is their living in the midst o 
education and scientific minds, and ab 
sorb, as it were, the dews of example 
and almost unconsciously practice tin 
precepts of civilization. The farmer i 
instructed by science that thecontinua 
raising of one kind of grain from the 
same piece of ground takes from it 
the peculiar elements necessary to tlu 
growth of the grain, and so tho qnanti 
ty raised per acre diminishes until the 
crop no longer pays for raising. Sci 
enco points out what special elements 
have been used, and as science can 
tell the particular kinds of manure re 
quired to supply the loss there need be 
no loss of time experimenting, or vain 
ly trying to raise tho same crop on tho 
exhausted soil. 
Silica and time for 


wheat, ammoniacal and nitrogenous 
manures for corn, and so on, but as a 
general thing barnyard manure, es- 
pecially for corn and gross, is sufficient 
ami will increase the corn crop from 
fifteen to twenty-five or thirty bushels 
to the acre, while tho meadow is cor- 
respondingly bene filed. Manure in any 
quantity is 
never 
wasted, on .corn 


ground, but for an oat crop on our 
prairie soil it will almost certainly 
cause such rank growth as to cause it 
to lodge and spoil one-half of tho crop. 


Ornithology teaches us that thrushes 


and many other birds are great lovers 
of worms and caterpillars, and that 
each bird makes away with an hundred or 
more of them every day :is long as they 
abound, and thus arc the means of sav- 
ing fruit and flowers for our use. Tho 
unscientific and ignorant, instead ol 
encouraging the birds to stay and eat 
what fniit thoy want, load their old 
shotguns and with malice aforethought 
murder the innocents. We see in this 
case that science protects while igno- 
rance kills. Zoology teaches us what 
arc our enemies, and experiments anil 
experience points out what cases the 
shot gun, traps or poison is best adapted 
to rid us of the pests. Geology un- 
earths the fossil remains of extinct ani- 
mals in regions where now no cognate 
species exist, and tho leaves of plants 
have left their everlasting impression 
upon stone, and the different" forma- 
tions of earth and rocks which have 
been elevated by volcanic power brino- 
together links of prehistoric history 
which makes our earth venerable with 
age, say a hundred thousand years, 
since God set it in its place amoiio- the 
innumerable host that, lights up the 
blue vault above us. Geology shows 
us how water, air and chemical changes 
form the soil which is a rich inheritance 
from our Vaiher in Heaven. Mineral- 
ogy and metallurgy have unearthed the 
precious metals and converted them to 
the uses of man. The rich vintage of 
Europe is drank from gold and silver 
goblets in the mansions of the rich— 
our money is made of them, and orna- 
ments of great value set with precious 
stones grace the .arms, cars and lin- 
gers of belles and mothers whoso 
Frivolity . leads to ornament rather 
than usefulness. 
But tho 
science 


of entomology, which embraces the 
whole list of insects injurious to vegeta- 
ble or animal life.is of vast importance to 
the farmer; for, unless ho understands 
it in part, he cannot always discrimin- 
ate between his enemies and friends; 
and hence, to act aright under all cir- 
cumstances he wants to know their 
individual history, habits, and their 
changes from larva to pupa and from 
pupa to the perfect insect—the time 
they remain m their different states. 
We want to know their enemies, and tho 
best method of producing them in num- 
bers sufficient to annihilate the enemy, 
or at least render them comparatively 
harmless by reduction of their numbers. 
The quail oats millions of chinch buo-s, 
and therefore should bo fed and raised 
in 
numerous 
flocks, protected 
by 
stringent laws. The lady bug destroys 
largo quantities of the Colorado bee- 
tle s eggs and young larva); and young 
ducks In sufficient numbers will clean 
out a potato patch in a few days. The 
science of entomology as applied to the 
interests of the farmer is yet in its in- 
fancy, and we believe its thorough 
knowledge is destined to work remark- 
able changes in the treatment of animal 
diseases. Let the boys and girls too, 
begin its study now, and their minds 
will have healthful and useful employ- 
ment for life.—Cor. Western Rural. 


Distinguishing Names. 


The different kinds of criminals in 


New Mexico and Arizona are given dis- 
tinguishing names. 
"Hustlers" are 


thieves who steal cattle on the United 
States side of the line, run them into 
Mexico, sell them there, and then load 
themselves with Mexican plunder for 
tho return trip. "Cowboys*1 are those 
who earn an honest living by hcrdinw, 
and behave well enough when at work". 
although when in the towns for a holi- 
day they commit all manner of out- 
rages for fun. "Card jerkers" are 
professional gamblers who cheat those 
with whom they play. "Dinglers" are 
stage robbers. "Notehers" are men 
who wantonly take human life, appar- 
ently with the sole object of gaining 
reputation as desperadoes. They are 
the terror of tho border, and little is 
ever done to bring them to punishment, 
except by the sudden resentment of a 
mob. 
Silver City, however, is an ex- 


ception in this respect among border 
towns, for it has a District-Attorney 
who prosecutes vigorously, and a Sheriff 
who does not let his prisoners escape. 
The trials are queer, the jurors often 
being unable to understand anything 
but Spanish, while tho speaking is clone 
in English; but that does not seem to 
hinder convictions, for sixteen con- 
demned murderers are now in jail un- 
der death sentences.

Baron Stenbeu, the ttreat Drill- 


Sergeant. 


It was fit and proper that the repre- 


sentatives of the Stouben family should 
be invited to participate in the York- 
town ceremonial. The Baron Steuben 
was one of the foreign officers who came 
to the assistance of our Revolutionary 
fathers, and who remained an American 
citizen to the end of his life. He was, 
idoed, a great acquisition. Trained in 
the martial school of Frederick the 
Great, he had won his laurels at Prague 
and Rossbach, and had risen to be an 
Adjutant-General on the King's staf 
Ho came to us at a dark period of th 
war, and his first services were rendere 
amid the wintry want of Valley Forge 
He drilled our troops as he only coulc 
have drilled them. Ho was a thoroug 
disciplinarian, and his manual for th 
army was approved by Congress i 
1770. 
He was an accomplished soldie 


of great knowledge and experience.an 
sometimes, it is said, tho clumsiness o 
his men sorely tried his temper. Hi 
knowledge of the English language was 
limited, and tho tradition is that h 
swore very freely at the troops in Gor 
man and French. 
Once, when particu 


larly exasperated, ho called out to hi 
aid: "Vcncz, raon ami Walker, sacre 
de gancheri of dese badauds—jo n'en 
puis plus—I can curse dom no more.' 
He was a member of the court-martia 
which tried and doomed Major Andre 
in 1780, and in tho samo year had com 
mand of tho troops in Virginia, and die 
good work in making matters uncpm 
fortable for Benedict Arnold, who was 
in command of tho British forces. Sub 
sequently he was attached to Lafay 
ette's division, and took part in th< 
siege of Yorktown. 


Major Ebenczcr Denny, a diarist o 


the Revolution, writing at Williams 
bnvg September 15. 178), says: "iiaron 
Steuben is our great military oracle 
The guards attend the grand parade a 
an early hour, where the Baron is al 
ways found waiting with one or two 
aids on horseback. Those men are <ix 
ercised and put through various cvolu 
tions and military experiments for two 
hours—many oiliccrs and spectator, 
present; excellent

length the duty of the parade comes 
on. Tho guards arc told off; officers 
take their posts; wheel by platoons tt 
the right; line corps of music dctailet 
for this duty, which strikes up; the 
whole march oil', saluting the Baron 
and licld-oiliccr of the day as the' 
pass." We can here imagine tho Baroi 
in his element, his vigilant eyes watch 
ing every movement, and his volublo 
tongue execrating in mingled French 
German and English every sign of jo- 
noranco, of indolence and of clumH 
ness. 
In a separate command ho did 


not win much distinction; indeed, he 
did not have much chance, for his op 
orations in Virginia were brief am 
were not very fortunate. Congress 
however, put a high estimate upon his 
services, for in 1790 it voted him a life 
annuity of 32,500; and ho had a plenty 
of land also voted him bv dillereni 
Slates. New York gave him 16,000 
acres near Utiea. He transferred n 
good deal of it to his aids. Some of it 
he himself improved, and he lived unti 
179J. 


When Stcnben was appointed In- 


spector there seemed to have been 
some fear that the undefined duties of 
his oflicc might give rise to dissatisfac- 
tion and occasion embarrassment. Ham- 
ilton was apprehensive that "a fondness 
for power and importance, natural to 
every man, might load him to wish for 
more extensive prerogatives in his de- 
partment than it would be for the good 
of tlio service to grant."

ton considered tho Bnron ";i valuable 
wan," and thought that he ought to bo 
treated "with all the deference which 
jood policy might warrant." At times 
Steuben was very much discontented, 
and almost resolved to quit the service. 
He was particularly hampered by Leo 
and Miillin. or he thought so; but the 
matter was patched up by sending him 
to Rhode Island. 


The Republic undoubtedly owed the 


services of liaron Steubun to French in- 
llucnces. Ho came to this country 
partly through the persuasions of St. 
Germain. Perhaps, as a.soldier; he was 
ready for service in any honorable 
cause; but ho liked tho United Stales 
well enough to remain in them the rest 
A his life. 
He gave us the benefit o( 


hisgreat knowledge and military ex- 
perience; and it is paying to his mem- 
>ry no doubtful compliment to say that 
IB was precisely the man wanted at the 
noment when he lent us his sword 
New York Tribune.

Fencing:. 


Fencing is fallen very far from tho 


high estate it held in the time of the 
ivat Italian and Trench masters, who 
brought it to a degree of perfection 
-i;iuvel.v conceivable by those who have 
not read their elaborate treatises and 
studied tho almost-endless variety of 
beautiful drawings by which their pre- 
cepts are illustrated. 
Fencing is now 


recommended, not onJv because it is the 
best method of giving grace aud agility 
to the body, but because it supplies a 
resource which at any moment may be- 
come of value, so that its claims are 
still strong to hold a place in the pro- 
gramme for the education of the finished 
gentleman. Beside these motives fenc- 
ing possesses historic interest, and that 
eyo must be unappreciativc, indeed, 
which cannot see a high degree o. 
beauty in an encounter between two ac- 
complished fencers. France can to-day 
claim tho best. Thero are many rea- 
sons for this fact. Some attribute it to 
tho agility and acknowledged power of 
rapid physical action possessed, by this 
nation ; others to their natural vivacity 
and natural nimbleness ; and. still oth- 
ers to their almost romantic love for 
physical training. 
Tho French wore 


made to bo good swordsmen. The na- 
tional standard (about five feet seven 
inches) is tho height best calculated to 
contain all tho elements of strengtli 
without superfluous weight. With them 
every regiment had its fencing-school, 
iind o£ so much importance was the 
proper teaching of this art considered 
that Louis XIV. granted letters-patent 
•to a number of eminent teachers who 
alone wore permitted to teach in Paris. 
When a vacancy occurred neither influ- 
ence nor lavor could suffice to obtain 
this 
privilege. 
The applicant was 


obliged to fence in public with six chosen 
ti'iifhers, and if by any of them he iviut 
beaten by two more than a majority of 
hits ho was rejected as uuqaniifloJ u> 
traeh in tlio capital. Tho most eminent 


opeun physicians have earnestly 


recommended fencing to all men between 
tho fftsfa of- iT-ancl 40 years. It is ap- 
parent that tho attitudes and exertions 
of fencing arc conducive to the most 
symmetrical physical development. Sir 
Evenu-d Home says of this beautiful 
art: "Of all tho different modes in 
which the body can bo exercised, there 
is none in my judgment thut is capable 
of giving strengtli and elasticity, as well 
us precision, to tho action of nil the vol- 
untary muscles of the body in an equal 
degree as tho practice of fencing, and 
luMio more conducive to bodily health."

Tho bread 
retains tho Kent long enough for tho 
cayenne to begin to act, niid cayenne 
docs not ailect delicate skins as mustard 
does. It nets as a rubefaciont, l>ut not 
a blister. Another excellent remedy for 
congestion from cold is to apply a poul- 
tice of (laxseed meal and cayoono pep- 
per. 
IJy keeping a bit of oil silk ou tho 


outside of the poultice-cloth it will re- 
tain both heat and moisture for a long 
time. 


INOBOWINO toe-nails are caused by the 


improper manner of cutting tho nail 
(generally of the groat too), and then 
wearing a short, badly-made shoe. Tho 
nail, beginning to grow too long and 
rather wide at the corners, is trimmed 
around tho corner, which gives tem- 
porary relief. But it tlien begins to 
grow wider in tho side where it was cut 
off, and, as tho shoo presses the flesh 
against the corner, the noil cuts more 
and moro into tho raw tiesh, which be- 
comes exceedingly tender and irritable. 
If this state continues long the toe be- 
comes more and moro painful and 
ulcerated, and proud flesh sprouts up 
from the sorest points. Walking greatly 
increases the suffering till positive rest 
become!) indispensable. 
To treat in- 


growing too-nails, proceed as follows : 
Begin the effort at cure by simple appli- 
cation to the tender part of a small 
quantity of chloride of iron. 
It ia 


fouud in tho drug stores in a liquid 
form, though sometimes in powder, 
Thero is immediately a moderate sensa- 
tion of pain or burning. In a few min- 
utes the tender surface is felt to bo dried 
np, tanned or mummified, and it ceases 
to be painful. The patient who could 
not put his foot to the floor now finds 
that he can walk without pain. By per- 
mitting the hardened, wood-like flesh 
to remain two or three weeks, it can 
easily be removed by soaking the foot in 
warm water. If thereafter tho nails be 
cut no moro around the corners or aides, 
but always cut in across tho front end, 
they in future grow forward, and by 
wearing shoes of a reasonably-good size 
and shape all future trouble will be 
avoided.
